ing  Center,  the  Kon  Tre  Island  Control  and  Reporting  Post,  US/iRV  headquar¬ 
ters  via  land  line  and  EAC  circuits,  the  Tan  Son  Nhut  Sensitive  Area  Joint 
Defense  Operations  Center  (JDOC)  via  radio  and  landlines,  the  iilCV  annex 
ruction  force  (SECTCR  C)  (TnSK  FORCE  CHaRLE)  and  monitored  the  Military 
Police  Net,  The  TOC  was  able  to  raintain  an  up-to-data  statra  on  ground 
and  air  defense  conditions,  equipment  readiness  and  situation  maps  of  the 
BDSM  Hai./a’JGONA"K  SON  HHUT/C;iM  IWffl  BAY/NHA  TfUI^Q  area  as  inputs  were 
received  from  local  and  outlying  units  and  agencies.

This  conndtnerjt  v;as  ter-sinated  on*  10  February  when  the 
platoon  was  relieved  by  an  airwred  cavalry  unit , 

6,  On  7  February  1968,  1st  ICG  CKD  OFIAN  16-6?  was  implemented.  The 
6th  Bn,  56th  Arty  was  tasked  to  provide  50  drivers  to  assist  in  clearing 
supplies  from  the  Saigon  port  facilities.  On  19  February  this  cbandtment', 
was  increased  to  110  drivers  and  continued  until  16  March, 

(b)  Transportation; 

On  1  February,  this  headquarters  mobilized  the  organic  transport  capa¬ 
bility,  augnented  this  force  with  additional  vehicles  from  the  79th  Ord  Det 
and  the  6th  Bn,  56th  Arty,  and  provided  thir.ty-five  2|  ton  trucks  to  the 
JDOC  on  an  on-call  as  needed  basis.

It 
is  estimated  by  .Thii'land  ttet  approximately  three  months ‘vdll  be' required 
to  acquire  the  necessary  real  estate  and  that  ah  additional  6  to  9  mcnths  vdll 
be  required  for  construction.  JUSMAG/MACT  feels  this  is  an  excessive 
amount  of  time.  The  indication  here  is  that  there  could  be  a  desire  on 
the  part  of  the  Thais  to  delay  the  deployment.  It  is  known  that  the  Thais 
are  deeply  conceraed  with  the  effect  of  the  deployment  on  the  Military 
Assistance  Program  (MAP)  funding. 


(b)  Hi'iV.lv  Redeployment  and  .the'PiiCAP  Study: 


As  previously  reported,  the  PACAF  Study,  dated  28  Sep  67,  made 
numerous  recommendations  as  to  the  deployment  of  air  defense  in  RVW.  One 
of  the  major  recoj-mendations  was  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  the  air 
defense  missile  units  in  the  Da  Nang/Chu  Lai  area.  On  24  Nov  67,  the 
Commander  7th  Air  Force  commented  on  the  PACAF  Study  and  strongly  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  two  USA  HaWK  battalions  in-country  be  redeployed  to  relieve 
the  two  '  SHC  HAVJK  battalions  deployed  in  the  Da  Nang/Chu  Lai  area.  On 
9  Jan  68,  COMUSMACV,  in  a  message  to  QNCPAC  made  the  following  comments 
concerning  the  97th  Arty  Gp  (AD):

(a)  IttCV  Vietnamese  Air  Defense  Study;  This  MACV  J53  special  air 
defense  study,  started  in  February  1968,  was  conducted  to  determine  what 
eqiiipaent  would  be  needed  5n  terms  of  aircraft,  missiles  and  autctntic 
weapons  to  adequately  protect  four  vital  aireao;  Tan  Son  Nhut/Bien  Koa 
air  bases,  Gan  Ranh  Bay,  Qui  Nhon,  and  Da  Nang,  This  headquarters  provi¬ 
ded  a  representative  to  this  joint -study  group.

Additional  fana  have  been  installed  to  rapidly 
dissipate  heat  and  a  more  aggressive  preventive  maintenance  program  has  been 
initiated.  This  has  resulted  in  cletaier,  less  humid  operating  conditions 
with  better  cooling  of  the  tquipaont.
